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Ronnie Hahn 
Is A Hustler

For an inner city kid who got his start on a 
huckster's fruit and vegetable wagon, Ron¬ 
ald H. Hahn has accomplished what 
amounts to a self-made miracle. 


Ron, son of a minor league baseball player, 
lives with his wife. Penny, and their two 
children in a 14-room house at their 35-acre 
Wefour Farm in Woodbine. 


He is today an agent who syndicates high¬ 
ly valuable stallions, an agent who sells and 
buys at auction sales for a dozen or so 
wealthy owners and a speculator who will 
spend his own money when he spots a bar¬ 
gain. 


They own 11 horses (plus five stallion 
shares) which have an approximate value of 
$300,000. 

But it is as an agent that Ronnie Hahn is 
attracting attention. 
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In conjunction with Dr. A. Edward Verdi, 
he is now in the process of syndicating Dou¬ 
ble Zeus (40 shares at $10,500 apiece) and last 
year Hahn and Verdi syndicated within 
three days Brilliant Protege (37 shares at 
$8,000 apiece). 

Ron has established himself as a sincere 
and industrious agent, some of his clients 
being among the top echelon of America's 
Thoroughbred breeding industry. 

And all of this has been achieved with no 
bankroll behind him. 

"We were so poor," says Hahn, "that 
when my father (John 'Bipp' Hahn) was kil¬ 
led in an automobile accident, my mother 
had to go to work as a cook in a restaurant 
and I had to quit school at age 15." 

(Editor's note: Ron Hahn's mother denies 
that her family was "poor" following her 
husband's death. Says the proud Irish lady: 
"We were not poor. We just didn't have any 
money.") 

But for Ronnie, his love affair with horses 
had begun five years earlier. 

"We lived in West Baltimore and near our 
house (Lexington street and Warwick ave¬ 
nue) there was a stable used by A-rabbers. 
(Editor's note: 'A-rabbers' is a word peculiar 
to Baltimore, meaning hucksters selling off 
of a wagon drawn by horse or pony.) 

"When I was 10 years old, I started hang¬ 
ing around the stable and pretty soon I got a 
job. Mucked out stalls, rode on the wag-

ons—helluva job for a little kid. Drove 
through the alleys in Baltimore eating all the 
strawberries I could hold. 

"I was a sophomore at Poly when my fath¬ 
er was killed. Went to work then as a pipefit¬ 
ter's apprentice. (His father had been a pipe¬ 
fitter at the time of his death.) My brother 
had a bad hip problem which kept him hos¬ 
pitalized for a year and a half. So my mother 
and I both had to work to make ends meet." 

And like his father, Ronnie Hahn (who 
stands six feet at 220 pounds) was a tremen¬ 
dous ballplayer. 

For two years he played on the Leone's 
team (now Johnny's Used Cars) as catcher 
and outfielder. One of his teammates was A1 
Kaline. Ron (who admits to being a "helluva 
good hitter") compiled a higher batting aver¬ 
age than Kaline both of those years. 

He received contract offers from the 
Brooklyn Dodgers and Cincinnati Reds but 
(perhaps fearing a repetition of the minor 
league struggle his father had experienced) 
declined those proposals after a spring train¬ 
ing tryout. 

But when the Army got him, he willingly 
devoted himself to sports. 

"I was assigned to Special Services which 
meant playing baseball or football seven 
days a week. It was a darned sight better 
than carrying a gun or getting shot at." 

After two years in the Army, Ron (who 
had received his high school diploma while 
in the service) was admitted to the Univer¬ 
sity of Maryland under the G.I. bill. 

"So what did I do at Maryland? Played ball 
and drank beer." 


August, 1980 
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Hahn continued _ 

During his stay at Maryland he fell in love 
with a Baltimore telephone operator. "We 
got married in 1956," he recalls, "and we 
hardly had a quarter between us." 

For the next five years, Ronnie and Penny 
lived in an apartment. 

He dreamed about owning horses. She 
kept thinking about the family she wanted to 
raise. 


With two salaries (he was an office supply 
salesman, she a telephone operator), they 
accumulated enough money for a down pay¬ 
ment on a three-acre "farm" near Ellicott 
City. 

They bought a broodmare for $400 in 1964, 
taking in a partner (his cousin Roy Madary) 
"because we didn't have $400." 

The mare's first booking was to Piano Jim. 
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"I had met Billy Christmas (who stood 
Piano Jim at his Deepwell Farm), and I was 
charmed by him. He seemed so personable 
and so happy. And I said to myself that I had 
to copy this man's lifestyle." 

The mare foaled in 1965 and in 1966 Ron 
and Penny sold their first yearling at the 
Eastern Fall Sale in Timonium. 

"That was how I got to know Ralph Ret- 
ler/' recalls Hahn. "He saw me in the stable 
area and asked me if I was going to buy 
something. Hell, all the money I had in my 
bank account that day was $40. So I told him, 
no, that I was a consignor who was selling 
his first and only yearling. 

"Ralph must have been amused by me. I 
was so green and so eager. He let me prowl 
the stable area with him. I was amazed then 
as I am today by his knowledge. Of all the 
people who have helped me, I rate him first 
with Billy Christmas and Dr. I. W. Frock right 
behind him. 

"We were so green. Penny and me. It was 
unbelievable. 

"When that first mare foaled her first foal, 
we waited up for weeks and nothing hap¬ 
pened. Then Penny got disgusted and said 
one night that she was going into the house 
and wash her hair. 

"Right when she was in the middle of the 
shampooing, the mare started to foal. I ran 
back to the house and hollered to her. 

Assisting Ron with mares and foals (left) is 
farm manager Sam Balzanna, a convert 
from Quarter Horses. Above, Ronnie tends 
to business matters in his home office. 
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"It was raining. She came out of the house 
with boots, a nightgown, a towel around her 
hair and an umbrella over her head. 

"We both sit there and watch, as excited as 
can be. I tell Penny: 'I better get the sack off 
his head when he gets out or he'll suffocate.' 
She says: 'No, don't. Nature will take care of 
it.' So we argue. Finally, she says: 'Don't do 
anything until I get our book.' 

"So she runs back to the house and gets 
this book on the art of foaling, and then we 
sit down in the straw, her reading and me 
doing what she reads to me." 

After selling that first foal as a yearling, 
Ronnie began to learn the intricacies of the 
business. Always a riverboat gambler ("I've 
been in debt since I was 15 so I'm used to it"), 
he began buying horses at horse auctions on 
credit. 

Invariably he turned a profit (usually a 
small one of less than $1,000) within the 30- 
day period he was given to pay his bill. With 
many little successes piling up, he found that 
he was acquiring a smallish kind of bankroll. 

And there was this farm that he kept 
thinking about. 

"They were asking $95,000 for it, and I 
thought, man, that's a steal. I didn't have 
any real money, but I kept talking to Penny 
about it." 

(Interjects Penny Hahn: "I thought 
$95,000—forget it. I don't have a worry in the 
world. There's no way this man can swing a 
deal on that farm and take me away from this 
house in Ellicott City that I dearly love.") 

But Hahn kept clocking his dream farm. 

After several months passed, he discov¬ 
ered that the price had been reduced to 
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Hahn continued 


$75,000. That's when he made his offer of 
$45,000. 

(Penny Hahn: "How could he swing 
$45,000,1 thought? Why we've only got $200 
in cash. And we've got two kids and nine or 
ten horses to feed. I still don't have a worry 
in the world.") 

But Ronnie goes to the bank. He outlines a 
plan which would liquidate his Ellicott City 


home for $40,000 (on which they still owed 
$20,000) and would give him six months to 
make a $30,000 payment. To do this, he 
would have to sell off a piece of the property 
he was buying. 

"Well," recalls a smiling, proud Ronnie 
Hahn, "we were 30 days from going under 
when I sold everything that had to be sold 
and got the money to the bank." 
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(Penny Hahn: "Of course, this left us with 
no house of any kind. We had sold the one in 
Ellicott City and the one that went with the 
farm. So we had to move in with my mother. 
Our furniture? It was parcelled out to rela¬ 
tives in three different counties.") 


12) is a modem, neat-as-a-pin horse opera¬ 
tion. Managing it is Sam Balzanna, a 20- 
year-old convert from the Quarter Horse 
world. 

Although Ronnie Hahn works regularly in 
an office supply firm (of which he is part 


But Ronnie was delighted with his leger¬ 
demain. 

'The windup was," he said, "that I got my 
35-acre farm for a net outlay of $10,000. 

"But then Penny and I had to build our 
house. We started on it in September and 
moved in four months later. We built the 
whole thing ourselves. 

"Her plans and our combined labor. Oh 
we had to let out a few jobs. But we were the 
builders and 90 per cent of the labor was 
ours. Night and day we worked—whenever 
we weren't on our paying jobs we were on 
the house. We even got the bricks from 
houses that were being tom down in Balti¬ 
more on Pratt street. 

"And then when we finished the house, 
we built the bam (11 stalls) and the two run- 
in sheds with stalls. Every post was planted 
by us in every field. Everything you see here 
is the result of our personal labor." 

Today, Wefour Farm (the name being de¬ 
rived from the four Hahns—Penny, Ronnie 
and the two children, Dana, 14, and John,

Double Zeus Syndicated 

Although he was offered more money 
for the horse in Kentucky, Dr. A. Ed¬ 
ward Verdi has elected to syndicate 
Double Zeus at $10,500 a share for 1981 
stud duty at his Edmarve Farm in Ijams- 
ville, Md. The horse's stud fee will be 
$3,500. 

Bred and raised at Edmarve, Double 
Zeus is a winner of $322,703 (through 
July 23). He is the biggest money-win¬ 
ning son of Spring Double, topped only 
by Gala Lil, winner of $354,368. 

In 14 starts this year. Double Zeus has 
never finished worse than third while 
winning two $40,000 stakes—the Coal- 
town Stakes (Aqueduct) and Hannibal 
Handicap (Delaware). 

The 5-year-old is the fifth and final foal 
produced by Kit's Play. The mare, now 
deceased, also produced stakes winners 
Kit's Double ($297,693) and Kits Eve 
($37,569). 

Dr. Verdi races Double Zeus in part¬ 
nership with John Alafoginis. Both own¬ 
ers will retain eight shares in the 40- 
share syndicate.

Why 12-year-old John 
Hahn. 


Says Ronnie: "He's my pension program. 
When he gets to the majors. I'm gonna retire.

Although not the sale's top yearling (that 
honor went to a Pennsylvania-bred at $1.7 
million), the Maryland colt easily surpassed 
the previous state record of $825,000 (for a 
Nijinsky II colt sold at this sale in 1979). 

The $1.25 million colt is a full brother to 
The Minstrel, being by Northern Dancer out 
of Fleur by Victoria Park. He was consigned 
by E.P. Taylor's Windfields Farm as Hip No. 
91. Purchaser was Robert Sangster who was 
represented at the sale by the British Blood¬ 
stock Agency (Ireland). 

The 12 Maryland-bred yearlings grossed 
$3,887,000 for an average price of $323,750. 
Sellers, in addition to Windfields, included 
John B. Crook, Warner L. Jones Jr., Jerold C. 
Hoffberger, Mr. and Mrs. Peter Green and 
Mr. and Mrs. James P. Ryan's Ryehill Farm. 

Also of great Maryland interest was the 
Exclusive Native—Twixt colt sold by Mr. and 


Mrs. John B. Merryman. This yearling (the 
second foal out of Maryland champion 
Twixt) is a Kentucky-bred. He was bought 
by Wooden Horse Investments for $230,000. 

The Keeneland Summer Sale is recog¬ 
nized as the world's most prestigious auc¬ 
tion, its prices exceeding those of all other 
sales. 

This year there were 301 head sold for an 
average price of $196,863. This average rep¬ 
resented a 27 per cent increase over the 1979 
average of $155,567.

(Toughy) Hacker, concluded his career on 
January 12 when third to Dave's Friend in 
the Southern Maryland Handicap at Bowie. 
He has subsequently been test bred at the 
University of Pennsylvania's New Bolton 
Center where he was pronounced capable of 
handling a book of 50 mares. 


Fourbros Stable is owned by two sets of 
two brothers—George and Jeff Huguely and 
Bob and Tom Manfuso. They have syndi¬ 
cated their horse at 36 shares. Nine of those 
shares are being retained by Fourbros. 

The horse's 1981 stud fee will be $5,000 live 
foal. 

Gay Matelda, Shelter Half's dam, is re¬ 
membered as one of the nation's finest race 
mares of the late 1960's. She won five stakes 
and over $400,000. 

In a Trance is not a new stallion, he having 
stood since 1978 at the Bamesville Thor¬ 
oughbred Farm for a live foal fee of $1,500. 
The 7-year-old is by Vitriolic out of Translu¬ 
cent by *Royal Charger. 

Winner of five stakes and over $167,000, In 
a Trance is a half-brother to two stakes win¬ 
ners—Tin Goose ($97,168) and Peace For 
Peace ($58,209 through June 30). 

Although In a Trance has a 2-year-old test 
crop of two foals (of which one, Vicky's 
Trance, is already a winner), his first full crop 
will not race until 1981. 

During his racing career. In a Trance was 
owned by Frank Scuderi and was trained by 
H. Steward Mitchell. □

Laurel Gets New 
President, Track

When 55-year-old John J. Mooney be¬ 
came president and general manager of 
Laurel race course last February, he decided 
that his No. 1 priority was to rebuild the 
trouble-plagued main racing strip. Record 
autumnal rainfall a year ago had caused a 
jockeys' boycott and, as a result, the meet 
was transferred to Pimlico for two weeks. 


Mooney, who has overseen the building of 
racing strips at Woodbine, Fort Erie and 
Greenwood as well as the trotting tracks Cal¬ 
gary and Blue Bonnets, was obviously qual¬ 
ified for the Laurel task. 


"I have either built or rebuilt ten racing 
strips," said Mooney, "and while Laurel's 
does have its share of problems, I think I am 
the man who can straighten it out. 

"The problems this track has had with the 
water table are similar to those of Green¬ 
wood (located in Toronto, near Lake On¬ 
tario). The vital cog in maintaining the prop¬ 
er water table level is your pumping system. 
The pipes used for transporting water both 
to and from the centerfield lake here have 
been clogged with sand and rendered use-' 
less for several years. There has been no way 
to regulate the amount of water in the 
ground. 

"We have also run into four soft spots 
while rebuilding the track. Soft spots are 
caused by bad soil or water, either from a 
spring or a broken pipe, underneath the 


course itself. As the earth movers were 
scraping away the top layers of this track, 
you could actually see them sink a few inches 
as they drove over one of those spots. What 
we had to do was dig the soft spots up, find 
out what was causing the difficulty, and fill 
them back in. 

"One hole we dug was about ten feet deep 
and 120 feet long. We filled that hole partially 
with limestone, which hardens like concrete 
once it dries, and the remainder was filled 
with the extract filldirt. 

"If you were in a car and drove over one, 
you would immediately notice a decelera¬ 
tion. Atop a horse's back, you would prob¬ 
ably feel him bobble, maybe lose his balance, 
and possibly fall." 

As the earth movers drive now over places 
where the soft spots once were, the ground 
does not give way at all. Soft spots, however, 
were not the only ailment of the racing strip 
cured by the $700,000 ten-week construction. 

"After heavy rains the backwash along the 
rail would come out into the track as far as six 
feet," said Mooney. "There would be pools 
of water just sitting on top of the track. To 
eliminate that problem we have put in two 
drainage pipelines, one located near either 
rail of the course. The first is almost under¬ 
neath the inner rail itself, while the other is 
similarly situated underneath the outer rail. 
The pipelines have lateral crossings about

every 40-to-50 feet to outside drainage sys¬ 
tems. With these pipelines working properly 
it should be as dry along the rail as in the 
middle of the track. 

"We also changed the size and slope of the 
drainage ditch inside the rail. The ditch has 
been broadened to act like a natural dike 
allowing excess water to run off and also as a 
filter extracting sediment from the wash. 
Then the residual dirt on the grass walls of 
the ditch is routinely raked back onto the 
track and little of the racing mixture is lost in 
a drainage pipe. 

"The base of the track is no longer clay but 
stone dust. The dust is eight inches thick and 
ground so fine it can be sifted through a 
quarter inch strainer. It is packed as hard as 
concrete and smoothed so that there are no 
ridges which can cause horses to incur foot 
injuries. The next layer is four inches of a 
mixture of sand, clay and lime. The racing 
mixture is a blend of about 45 per cent sand 
and 45 per cent loam and 10 per cent clay. It is 
in a two-inch thick layer, giving the track a 
cushion which from top to bottom totals 14 
inches. 



"Special attention must be paid to main¬ 
tain the grade of the track. In the stretch 
there is a two per cent slope from the crown 
while on the turns it is three per cent. To 
keep the track at a constant grade means we 
have to go over it a couple of times a week. 

"To give the track a rest in inclement 
weather and for routine maintenance work, 
we have begun to build a five-eighths of a 
mile training track inside our turf course that 
will be ready for use in 1982. Next year we 
hope to build a tunnel under the turf course 
so that we can avoid having horses wearing 
down the grass as they walk across it on the 
way to the training track. The tunnel can also 
be used for a walkway to the infield on days 
when we have large crowds and picnickers. 

"We have also purchased a stone picker 
which sifts through the racing mixture, re¬ 
shaping it and filtering out the rocks as it 
harrows the track. No matter where your 
track is you are going to have rocks. But if we 
use this device regularly we can just about 
have a stone-free track. 

"John Schapiro and his family are spend¬ 
ing the dollars necessary to make Laurel a 
top track. Our goal is quality racing. That is 
what brings the fans out and the handle up." 

Several other improvements have taken 
place since Mooney's employment. The 
roofs of six bams have been replaced and 
sand and clay have been hauled to each of 
the track's 1,000 stalls. The water tower, after 
being sandblasted, has been repainted as has 
the track kitchen. 

Another important renovation is the work 
done on the paddock. Dry-rotted timbers 
have been replaced and a new roof attached 
as it is readied for opening day, October 20. 
The paddock will also be repainted. 

Mooney hopes that a new stable area park¬ 
ing arrangement can produce a better atmo¬ 
sphere. He will require horse vans to park in 
separate areas from the owners' and trainers' 
lots. 

Laurel will also have the 300-TIM betting 
system for the first time this year, allowing 
betting and cashing at the same window. 

Scaffolding is erected in Laurel's paddock, 
where a new roof is being built and 
dry-rotted timbers replaced with new ones. 
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After vacant mutuel windows are tom 
down, there will be additional room for 
lounge areas. 

As far as air-conditioning the grandstand 
and clubhouse is concerned, it cannot be 
done until the banks are assured the track 
can handle the additional $1.5-$2 million ex¬ 
pense. Summer racing dates, therefore, will 
be unlikely at Laurel until the summer of 
1982. 

"I have already explained the air-condi¬ 
tioning situation to the racing commission," 
explained Mooney. "We have the industrial 
backing, all we have to do is show the banks 
that we can carry the debt. If the attendance 
and handle are good then we should have 
little trouble paying off the current $1.5 mil¬ 
lion loan." 

Among the latest encouraging trends in 
the racing industry (which should prove suc¬ 
cessful at Laurel as well) are Early Bird Bet¬ 
ting and the Pick Six. Early Bird Betting al¬ 
lows patrons to place bets in advance on any 
race on the daily card. Laurel, located near 
three major thoroughfares: 1-95, Baltimore-

on the infield turf course at Laurel. 

Washington Parkway and Route 1, has an 
opportunity to make a sizable gain in the 
handle. 

"With the volume of traffic which drives 
within a few miles of this race track every 
day," said Mooney, "we should be able to 
have a large advance wagering pool. We can 
have windows opening at 7:00 a.m. for the 
convenience of commuters and the people 
nearby. The Meadowlands has had remark¬ 
able success with it, and I see no reason why 
we should not be able to do the same." 

Pick Six, regarded as racing's answer to 
state lotteries, has had a significant impact 
upon both the attendance and handle at Hol¬ 
lywood Park and Arlington Park. For a two- 
dollar wager one gets the chance to select the 
winners of six consecutive races. People who 
have done so have collected payoffs some¬ 
times as high as $300,000. 

"I like the Pick Six very much," said 
Mooney, "we need new and different cus¬ 
tomers at the race track and this will help 
bring them out. It is also nearly impossible to 
fix six races. 

"I went into some of the nearby lottery 
shops and they had between 20-25 people 
waiting in line to buy tickets. These are the 
same people who will be attracted to Pick 
Six. We hope to cut into the lottery's market 
and this is the best way to do it. It should be 
well received at Laurel." 

While some race track managers think it is 
bad business to bet on the horses while on 
the job, Mooney disagrees. 

"How can I find out what problems the 
customers have unless I contend with them 
myself?" he asked. "I sometimes take mass 
transit to the track and then wait in lines like 
everyone else. Rather than sit in the dining 
room or clubhouse all afternoon, I would 
rather be in the grandstand where most of 
my customers are. Every once in a while an 
idea or suggestion is made by someone in the 
crowd that is worthwhile." 

Mooney plans to rebuild Laurel's mile turf 
course next year, replacing the primarily clay 
base with sand like Bay Meadows' and the 
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Laurel continued 

one he built at Woodbine. He thinks a sand 
base turf course, with proper drainage and 
upkeep, could handle several races a day. 

"At Bay Meadows," said Mooney, "they 
have found that their turf course holds to¬ 
gether better and does not tear up in clumps 
as do conventional turf courses. The horses 
don't dig into them as deeply and as a result 
they are more even and stand up better. On a 
wet day it suffers no more damage than on a 
dry one. Having built similar courses at 
Woodbine and Fort Erie, I don't see why we 
can't run at least four turf races a day here. 

"The International may have declined 
somewhat in recent years because several 
leading horses refused to run here. But when 
the turf course gets into the shape Mr. Scha- 
piro and I would like it to be in, then the race 
will be reestablished as a major North Amer¬ 
ican attraction. 

"We have two other Grade I stakes, the 
Laurel Futurity and the Selima Stakes, 
which have been instrumental in deciding 
the champion 2-year-old filly or colt over the 
last ten years. We hope they will play an 
equally prominent role in the future. 

"We also would like to develop a filly or 
mare race into a Grade I stake as well. But 
these things take some doing." 

Prior to his present job at Laurel, Mooney 
worked first as a groom, then as trainer, 
steward, race track president and general 
manager. 

"I started out walking hots and ponying 
horses," he said, while adjusting his waist¬ 
band, "before I got too heavy. My father, 
John D. Mooney, was a jockey. He won the 
1924 Kentucky Derby with Black Gold. He 
rode from about 1918-1931. He let me have a 
horse named Threatening, which I trained 
one summer along the fair circuit in Mary¬ 
land. Little did I know that I would be com¬ 
ing back here to live." 

Beginning his racing career at Oaklawn 
Park (after serving in the RCAF from 1943- 
45) he became that track's assistant general 
manager under John Celia after serving as 
patrol judge, paddock judge, assistant rac¬ 
ing secretary and steward. From 1953-75 he 
was general manager of the Ontario Jockey 
Club which was headed for most of this peri¬ 
od by E.P. Taylor. Mooney describes his re¬ 
lationship with the owner of Windfields 
Farm by stating: 


"Eddie Taylor is the most imaginative, 
gutsy person I have ever known. Shortly 
after we were introduced in the mid-fifties, 
he told me that within ten years he would 
have a Canadian-bred winner of the Ken¬ 
tucky Derby. At that time it sounded totally 
out of the question, but he did it in 1964 with 
Northern Dancer. I was fascinated with his 
foresight and determination. 

"He was willing to take the initiative, us¬ 
ing his knowledge of how to get things done 
and his money, to have things done right. 
While I was at Fort Erie I was in charge of 
rebuilding both the dirt and turf courses. 
After the main racing strip was in order, I 
told him we needed a new turf course and 
that it would cost anywhere from $600,000 to 
$700,000. He said go right ahead, which I 
did. I didn't see him for months. The track 
was built and paid for with no problems. 
That is the kind of guy he is. 

"I worked for him for 23 years. We had one 
of the best working relationships I have ever 
experienced." 

Aside from his lifetime involvement in rac¬ 
ing, Mooney and his wife, Bernice, raised 
seven children. They now have seven grand¬ 
children. 

He has also owned and operated a breed¬ 
ing farm in Canada, characterizing his efforts 
as "somewhat less than a spectacular suc¬ 
cess" although he did stand as many as six 
stallions at one time. He has since disbanded 
most of his Thoroughbred holdings, but he 
maintains he is "not out of the horse busi¬ 
ness, merely regrouping." 

"Every day there is a new challenge for 
me," stated Mooney. "Since 1945, when I 
began my career in racing, no two days have 
ever been quite the same, and I have been 
learning all the while. It's a great life, one 
which I love very much." □

Stick To Nature In Raising 
Horses, Advises Finney 

By Lucy Acton 


Humphrey Finney's views on raising 
horses haven't changed since the 1930's 
when he began his career as manager of Syl¬ 
vester W. Labrot's Holly Beach Farm. 

"Except for the advances in veterinary sci¬ 
ence, all of the basic techniques are the 
same," the great horseman says. "It's like 
having a baby now or 100 years ago; you still 
want to stick to nature as closely as you can 
in everything." 

Back in 1935-36, Mr. Finney wrote a series 
of articles for The Blood-Horse , detailing his 
day-to-day activities at Holly Beach. Pub¬ 
lished in book form as "A Stud Farm Diary," 
the work tells how Mr. Finney went about 
managing one of the most successful breed¬ 
ing farms of its day. 

Most obvious is the tremendous amount 
of time Mr. Finney spent simply observing 
and inspecting his stock. 

He also believed in checking up on the 
neighbors. 

"Today I took to the road with the inten¬ 
tion of seeing as many farms and horses as 
was possible in a three-day drive," Mr. Fin¬ 
ney wrote on January 14, 1936. "It is my 
belief that anyone who is kept on a farm most 
of his time owes it to himself and to his job, to 
get away once a year to look at other people's 
horses in order that he may not get too exalt¬ 
ed an opinion of his own. 

"It is my experience that I have never vis¬ 
ited a farm—and I have never missed a 
chance of visiting one—that I did not learn 
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something, whether something of value or 
something not to do. Another thing is that by 
breaking away once in a while from the regu¬ 
lar grind one is able to give better attention to 
one's job when one returns to it." 

On his "own" farm, Mr. Finney paid me¬ 
ticulous attention to the functioning of arte¬ 
sian wells and the spreading of manure, as 
well as to books and statistics. 

"Damp and rainy again," begins his Jan¬ 
uary 11 entry. ". . . have contented myself 
with the new Stallion Register checking up 
on the size of the sires registered therein . . . 
It is obvious that the average size of the best 
American sires ... is between 15.2 and 16 
hands, an answer for those who crave im¬ 
mense size which is hard to beat." 

On March 21 he mentions reading a British 
publication that leads him to ponder, "Of 
great interest to me was the obvious stress 
laid on the value of fillies. Often they outsold 
the colts, for the Englishman's eye is on the 
possible stud career ahead. Is it any wonder 
that the English mares still supply the cream 
of the whole world's racing stock?" 

And later he almost whimsically raises the 
question: "Why is it that so many mares foal 
between midnight on Saturday and Monday 
morning? I have watched this phenomenon 
with some curiosity for several years, keep¬ 
ing records on it for one or two seasons. Last

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year we had a foal arriving each Sabbath for 
several straight weeks. I wonder if the pecul¬ 
iar quietness which always seems to mark 
the day of rest is in some way responsible. 
The scientists would scoff at that." 

Among practical hints, Mr. Finney talks 
about trying to get January foals out for a 
short time each day "when the sun's rays are 
strongest." He considered early handling of 
foals very important, fitting them with hal¬ 
ters at about one week. 

Watching a string of 2-year-olds loaded for 
shipment to the race track in April, Mr. Fin¬ 


ney noted with pleasure that there was no 
difficulty at all. "They were allowed ample 
time to walk in (to the van) after a good look 
around ... It is very important that nothing 
go amiss with the youngsters when first 
loaded, for they never forget." 

Breeding his first mare of the season in late 
February, Mr. Finney describes his tech¬ 
nique for teasing: "We had the teaser up at 
the shed bam this morning. We have a cou¬ 
ple of men there to stop any kicking among 
the mares and to lead up for special attention 
any mares that seem to warrant it. In years of 
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Finney continued 

more out of their feed if they can masticate it 
as they should," wrote the horseman. 

He believed in weaning "by the sign" and 
placing weanlings two to a stall for a short 
time afterwards to ease the shock of separa¬ 
tion from the dam. 

Overall, Mr. Finney went about his work 
with a buoyant spirit, patching up the "in¬ 
evitable" injuries and keeping an eye to the 
vagaries of weather. 

Advising a young boy interested in farm 
work, Mr. Finney declared: "It is a good 
thing, to my mind, for any lad to get started 
at the beginning of all horses' lives, the 
farms. 

"If a boy finds the farm, rather than the 
race course, is his natural bent, then there is 
plenty of opportunity for him to get ad¬ 
vancement. The arduous work, 24-hour 
duty at times, and the fact that a lad must 
love his job above all else, tend to keep the 
present day boys from sticking. It is a long 
grind, but the satisfaction coming from the 
production of a real horse makes it well 
worthwhile." □

experience with this kind of trials I have 
found very few mares which did not indicate 
in some manner to a watchful observer the 
fact that they were in season. 

"This is nature's method and is following 
her lines much closer than if we were to take 
the mares into a pen and twitch them and 
otherwise disturb them." 

At Holly Beach, the stallion paddocks 
were equipped with sand beds for the stal¬ 
lions to roll in, Mr. Finney noting that they 
liked it and the sand kept their hair in con¬ 
dition. 

Mr. Finney also kept track of frequent 
blacksmith visits to all of his stock. In ex¬ 
treme cold weather, when broodmares are 
cooped up indoors, care must be taken to 
avoid pockets in the horses' hooves that 
could lead to thrush. As summer progresses 
and the mares stand on dry ground switch¬ 
ing at flies, their feet tend to crack, relates 
Mr. Finney. 

Every horse on the farm was checked by 
an equine dentist at least once a year. "We 
find it pays ... as they will do better and get

Pukka Gent Leaves 

Syndicate-owned Pukka Gent became the 
first stallion to leave Maryland since the stal¬ 
lion bonus program was revised and ex¬ 
panded in 1979. Because the horse no longer 
stands in Maryland, he has forfeited all 
claims to stallion awards. 

The 7-year-old son of Raise a Native had 
been standing at Worthington Farms until 
moved to Charlottesville, Va., on July 16. 
Races won by his progeny in Maryland after 
that date will no longer generate stallion 
award bonuses. Breeder bonuses will, how¬ 
ever, be unaffected. 

The Maryland Racing Commission's rule 
covering stallion bonuses reads: . . But no 
awards will be paid to stallions which leave 
Maryland for breeding purposes outside of 
the state, should that departure occur on or 
after January 1,1980." 

Crackerfax Dies 

The stakes-winning mare Crackerfax, 
campaigned and owned by Fourbros Stable, 
died last April of an intestinal disorder. A 
winner of $129,019, including the 1976 
Queen Anne and Geisha Handicaps, she 
had a week-old Tentam filly by her side at 
the time of her death. The filly was placed 
with a nurse mare and reportedly is doing 
well. 

The 9-year-old daughter of Salt Spray and 
the Tuosix mare Tufax was a half-sister to 
stakes-winning Home Jerome ($210,230) and

Peggy Love's Dunette 

Mrs. Harry A. Love's Dunette finished 
first in a dead heat last month in the $311,000 
Grand Prix de Saint-Cloud run in Paris at a 
distance of a mile and nine-sixteenths. 

Considered an outsider in the Group I 
race, Dunette deadheated with the Aga 
Khan's Shakapour, that pair finishing three 
lengths in front of Policeman, winner earlier 
in the year of the French Derby (Prix du 
Jockey-Club). 

Dunette's best previous victory occurred 
in the $269,059 Prix de Diane de Revlon run 
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At the American Horse Publications

last summer at Chantilly. The Prix de Diane 
is the French equivalent of the Coaching 
Club American Oaks.

The filly, a French-bred, raced in 
Mrs. Love's colors as a 2-year-old under a 
lease arrangement. Mrs. Love then bought 
Dunette before she raced as a 3-year-old.

The Addition, near Cockeysville 
where she and her husband, Harry, main¬ 
tain a small but exclusive Thoroughbred 
breeding operation. 

Clark Award To Fenwick 

Charles C. Fenwick Jr., 32-year-old invest¬ 
ment broker and automobile dealer, owner- 
trainer and rider of Thoroughbred jumpers 
from Glyndon, Md., received the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Association's F. Am¬ 
brose Clark Award for 1980 at Saratoga this 
month. 

The award, named for the late Coopers- 
town, N.Y., horseman and sportsman, is de¬ 
signed to honor the individual "who has 
done the most to promote, improve and en¬ 
courage the growth of steeplechasing in 
America." 

Charlie Fenwick rang the bell for Ameri¬ 
can 'chasing all over the world last March 29 
when he and Ben Nevis II won the English 
Grand National over Aintree's monster 
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course. It was only the second time in the 
147-year history of Britain's premier jump¬ 
ing event that an American-owned and rid¬ 
den horse accomplished "the impossible"— 
Jay Trump, with Tommy Smith up, was the 
first American-owned and ridden horse to 
win the Liverpool Classic, accomplishing 
this feat in 1965. 

In announcing the NSHA stewards' deci¬ 
sion to honor young Fenwick, NSHA presi¬ 
dent William L. Pape commented: "Charlie 
Fenwick's victory at Aintree put American 
'chasing on the tongue of every true race- 
tracker in the world. For him, personally, it 
was a highly-deserved jackpot hit in his 
career as a horseman which he began as a 
teenager. Charlie has been a rider, owner 
and trainer devoted to the sport of 'chasing 
in America, and a consistent winner (three¬ 
time winner of the historic Maryland Hunt 
Cup, plus numerous successes all over the 
NSHA circuit) for the past 15 years, or just 
about half of his life. And for that also, the 
NSHA honors Fenwick." 
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What's New continued 

Fenwick, who becomes the 16th recipient 
of the Clark Award, was bom in Glyndon on 
January 27, 1948. He attended Gilman 
School and was graduated from Trinity Col¬ 
lege. He is married to the former Ann 
Stewart, daughter of Redmond C. Stewart, 
owner of Ben Nevis II. The Fenwicks have 
three children—Beth, 8, Charles III, 6, and 
Emily, 3. 

Charlie came by his horsemanship quite 
naturally. His father owned jumpers; his 
mother, Mrs. Donald Culver, also owns race 
horses, including the U.S. timber champion 
Dosdi; his late uncle, H. Robertson Fenwick, 
owned and/or trained some of the best tim¬ 
ber horses in the country and was the Ameri¬ 
can trainer of Jay Trump. Charlie's brother, 
Bruce, is also a well known owner, trainer 
and rider of 'chasers. His brother-in-law, 
George Strawbridge Jr., was last year's re¬ 
cipient of the Clark Award. 

Fenwick is general manager of his father's 
auto dealership, a partner in the Baltimore 
investment firm of Alex Brown & Sons, a 
tennis player and a Maryland State squash 
champion. 

Porter Hopkins Appointed 

C.A. Porter Hopkins was appointed to a 
five-year term on the Thoroughbred Board 
of the Maryland Racing Commission last 
month, succeeding Robert W. Furtick whose 
term had expired. 

State law requires that at least one member 
of the Board be of the minority political 
party. Mr. Hopkins and Mr. Furtick are Re¬ 
publicans. 

Governor Hughes said he was delighted 
that Mr. Hopkins, who lives in Cambridge, 
had agreed to accept the post. 

The Eastern Shore sportsman is a former 
state senator and former minority leader of 
the House of Delegates. Although he has 
never owned Thoroughbreds, he has spon¬ 
sored several pieces of racing legislation 
which were supported by horse groups. 

Before moving to Cambridge, Mr. Hop¬ 
kins lived in Baltimore county on a farm 
adjacent to the Falls road. He is an avid hunt¬ 
er and fisherman who has the endorsement 
of virtually the entire Thoroughbred indus- 
try. 
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Douglas R. Small, president of the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Association, said he 
was "overwhelmed" by news of the ap¬ 
pointment. "It looks," said Small, "like we 
are getting a man who is familiar with the 
industry and one who has the ability to make 
first rate decisions." 

Eastern Fall Sale 

The Eastern Fall Yearling Sale will be held 
on Sunday, September 21, at the Timonium 
sales pavilion with 140 head catalogued for 
the one-session auction. 

Last year, the sale was held in July because 
of a change in Timonium's 1979 racing dates, 
but, in all other years, the Eastern Fall (first 
held in 1961) has been a September auction. 

Scheduled starting time this year is 5 p.m. 

An innovation at this year's auction will be 
a food tent which will be erected adjacent to 
the sales pavilion. The Minnick catering ser¬ 
vice will sell hot sandwiches and maintain a 
bar from noon until dark. 

Average price for the 89 head sold in 1979 
was $10,866—the highest average in the 
sale's history. At the inaugural session of 
1961 the average price for 115 head was 
$1,627. 

There were over 200 yearlings nominated 
to this year's auction, but physical inspec¬ 
tions and pedigree evaluations thinned the 
number by nearly one-third. 

As in all previous years, the auction will be 
conducted by the Fasig-Tipton Company 
under the sponsorship of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association. 

Jolly Johu's Brother 

Jolly Johu's pedigree was considerably 
strengthened last month when his 2-year- 
old half-brother. Lord Avie, won Belmont 
Park's $50,000 Juvenile Stakes. The colt, a 
son of Lord Gaylord and the ^Gallant Man 
mare Avie was foaled in Kentucky and was 
sold twice—once as a yearling (for $11,000) 
and once as a 2-year-old ($37,000). His sire. 
Lord Gaylord, stands at Worthington Farms. 
Lord Avie is the stallion's third stakes win¬ 
ner from only ten foals to race. Jolly Johu 
stands at Summer Hill Farm. His oldest foals 
are yearlings.

Douglas W. Griffith 

Douglas W. Griffith, an internationally 
known breeder of Arabian horses, died last 
month of cancer at age 48. Mr. Griffith lived 
at his Imperial Egyptian Stud Farm in Park- 
ton. 

Mr. Griffith owned automobile dealer¬ 
ships in Baltimore, Finksburg and York, Pa. 

He began his horse operation in the mid- 
1960's, specializing in Egyptian Arabians. 
What started as a hobby rapidly changed to a 
business with outlays of as much as $500,000 
for a single horse. 

Recently, Mr. Griffith sold 21 of his Ara¬ 
bians for more than $1 million. 

A native of Catonsville, Mr. Griffith began 
his career in the automobile business wash¬ 
ing cars on the lot of a dealer not far from his 
home. He began his own business in 1961. 

Bud Lyon 

J.N. (Bud) Lyon, one of the nation's finest 
chart callers, died last month in the Anne 
Arundel Hospital located near Baltimore. 
Mr. Lyon, 62, had been employed by the 
Daily Racing Form for 41 years and was super¬ 
visor of field correspondents at the time of 
his death. He lived in Florida but was hospi¬ 
talized here in June, having been taken ill 
while on assignment at Bowie. 

Jason A. Parker 

Jason A. Parker, 68, died last month in a 
Baltimore hospital after a long illness. Mr. 
Parker lived at his Argonaut Farm in West 
Friendship where he bred and raised horses, 
several of which were extraordinarily suc¬ 
cessful in the show ring. 

During the early 1970's Mr. Parker stood 
the stallion *Piave at his 70-acre Howard 
county farm. His best show ring performers 
included Slick Chick and Bonnie Parker, 
both Maryland Horse Shows Association 
champions. 

An avid hunter and gun collector, Mr. 
Parker owned a fuel oil company and several 


other businesses. He also operated a horse 
trailer agency and earlier owned a drive-in 
restaurant and a liquor store. 

Gayle Mohney 

Gayle Mohney, a scheduled speaker at the 
National Breeders Conference to be held in 
Maryland this fall, died last month while on 
a fishing trip in Iceland. He was 74. 

Mr. Mohney had accepted an invitation to 
speak on September 29 as an expert on the 
syndication of stallions. He was an attorney 
in Lexington (Ky.) and was secretary-trea¬ 
surer of the Keeneland Association. 

He suffered an apparent heart attack while 
salmon fishing. 

Mr. Mohney was one of the leaders in the 
formation of the Keeneland race course and 
was instrumental in writing much of the 
Kentucky law favorable to the Thorough¬ 
bred industry.

Rouge, Table Spice and Jean Marie demonstrated 
precocious ability in finishing first, third and 
fourth respectively in Bowie's Toddler Stakes. La 
Reine Rouge (French for "The Red Queen") broke 
her maiden in black type competition by four 
lengths. Second was Sailing Annie, a neck before 
Table Spice, who was two and a half lengths 
ahead of Jean Marie. The winning five and a half 
furlong time of 1:05% was one and four-fifths sec¬ 
onds off the track standard. 

Despite temperatures approaching 100 degrees. 
La Keine Rouge was not broken out and lathered 
in the paddock as were her seven rivals in the 
Maryland Fund stake for juvenile fillies. She was 
first from the gate and was never headed while 
maintaining a slim margin through the run up the 
backstretch. The Anderson Fowler homebred was 
on top by a length and a half at the head of the 
stretch and continued to draw away as she aired 
down the homelane. 

The bay filly is the second foal from the Nearctic 
mare Silver Betsy, a winner of $55,375 in four 
campaigns.

After being claimed for $35,000 earlier this season. 
Quad's Double has turned out to be a profitable 
investment for Monarch Stable, Inc. In his new 
racing colors he has won two added-money races 
at Suffolk Downs, the first being the Memorial 
Day Handicap and, more recently, the Bostonian 
Handicap. He has had eight scores overall in 1980 
including wins in seven of his last nine races. 

Among the horses the 4-year-old son of Quad¬ 
rangle and the Traffic Judge mare Traffic Note has 
encountered are the multiple stakes-winning 
sprinters Rise Jim and King's Fashion. Rise Jim, 
one of the premier horses stabled at Suffolk dur¬ 
ing the spring-summer meeting, was defeated by 
Quad's Double by a decisive two and three-quar¬ 
ter lengths in the Memorial Day Handicap. King's 
Fashion, though, did get a half-length the better 
of Quad's Double in the William Almy Jr. Hand¬ 
icap but only after a stirring head-to-head battle 
for nearly the entire six furlongs.

A memorable photograph first published in the 
late 1960's in Life magazine depicted the Mary¬ 
land-bred filly Irish Course sitting down in the 
starting gate prior to a morning workout. For track 
photographer Jerry Frutkoff the picture brought 
nationwide recognition and several awards. For¬ 
tunately for Irish Course, the photograph was not 
a true representation of her ability. She went on to 
earn $44,982 and became Edgar Lucas's first 
homebred stakes winner in the 1969 Patricia A. 
Stakes. Her son North Course, a 5-year-old geld¬ 
ing by Northern Jove, added a fifth stakes to his 
distinguished record in Monmouth's Oceanport 
Handicap. 

At a mile and a sixteenth on the turf, the $35,000 
Oceanport attracted an 11-horse field including 
the stakes performers Horatius, Lucy's Axe, 
Novel Notion and New Jersey's all-time top mon¬ 
ey winner, Dan Horn. Helmore Farm's homebred 
North Course, in receipt of five pounds from top- 
weighted Horatius who carried 119 pounds, over¬ 
took that rival in the stretch to score a three-quar¬ 
ter length decision. 

In addition to North Course, Irish Course has 
produced four starters, two of them winners. She

Competing against the top sprinters in the East, 
Double Zeus has proven himself to be one of rac¬ 
ing's top performers. In 14 outings this year, the 
$322,70§-eamer has yet to finish off the board. The 
5-year-old son of Spring Double and the Ridan 
mare Kit's Play came within a tick of the six- 
furlong Hannibal Handicap record set by 
Appointment in 1978, registering a length deci¬ 
sion in 1:09%. 

Double Zeus, highweighted at 116 pounds in the 
field of eight, broke in front by a slight margin and 
was never headed. Jockey Frank Samuel III urged 
him clear entering the stretch and kept him going 
with a few reminders and a strong hand ride. 
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is from the winning mare Best Course, who was 
claimed by Mr. Lucas for $12,500 in the early 
1960's. Best Course earned $39,562, including a 
third in the 1964 Regret Handicap. Irish Course 
was sold in the 1975 Maryland Fall Sale for $15,000 
after having delivered North Course the previous 
spring. 

North Course became Northern Jove's initial 
stakes winner when he captured Monmouth's 
Lamplighter Handicap in July of 1978. Since that 
time the Northern Dancer stallion has had the 
2-year-old filly co-champion of 1978, Candy 
Eclair, as well as stakes-winning Northern Jay. At 
the conclusion of the 1979 breeding season he was 
moved from Helmore Farm in Woodbine, current¬ 
ly the site of Jerold C. Hoffberger's Sunset Hill 
Farm, to Leslie Combs II's Spendthrift Farm near 
Lexington, Ky. Northern Jove, bred by Peter Ful¬ 
ler, campaigned four seasons, winning 14 races, 
among them the 1972 Flintstone Stakes, and 
$122,588. 



Second was Silent Dignity and a half-length far¬ 
ther back was Convenient. The Hannibal marked 
trainer Braulio Baeza's first Delaware Park appear¬ 
ance since he hung up his tack as a jockey three 
years ago. 

Double Zeus is the fifth and final foal from the 
deceased mare Kit's Play, who also produced the 
stakes winners Kits Eve ($37,569) and Kit's Double 
(a full sister who earned 5297,693). Kit's Double 
was sold last November at Keeneland as a brood¬ 
mare prospect for $315,000. 

For his sire Spring Double, Double Zeus is his 
highest money-winning son, second among all 
his get to the top class race mare Gala Lil 
($354,368), as well as being his 14th stakes winner. 
Spring Double stands at Glade Valley Farms near 
Frederick and his 1980 fee was $7,500 live foal. 

Dr. A. Edward Verdi, the breeder and co-owner 
with John Alafoginis of Double Zeus, has an¬ 
nounced the retirement this fall of his stakes win¬ 
ner. The bay sprinter will be syndicated prior to 
the 1981 breeding season and will stand at Ed- 
marve Farm near Ijamsville (Md.) for $3,500 live 
foal. He is currently fourth among all active Marv- 
land-bred runners and 33rd on the all-time list.

Quail Hill is the dam of five other starters, four of 
them winners, including two full brothers to her 
stakes-winning son—Apricot Spray ($21,353) and 
Saltv Bird ($24,965). The 18-vear-old mare was 
sold bv Fourbros Stable to Gale Robertson for 
$1,000 at the 1978 Maryland Fall Sale. 

Quail Blazer is also a graduate of that 1978 sale. 
Bringing $500, he has since won almost $35,000, 
nearlv 70 times his yearling purchase price.

The second division of Timonium's Jet Handicap 
on opening day marked the initial stakes win for 
Great Point, a $14,000 graduate of the 1978 MHBA 
Two-Year-Olds in Training Sale.

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Eventer Grant Schneidman

Grant Schneidman, 21-year-old resident 
instructor at the Potomac Horse Center, is 
fast becoming one of the nation's finest com¬ 
bined training contestants. Rated fifth na¬ 
tionally, he also has the honor of owning the 
10-year-old gelding Leonidas who was 
named leading horse in 1979 for Area II 
(Mid-Atlantic). 

One of 13 riders selected to train with the 
USET last winter in preparation for the 
Olympics, the Gaithersburg resident at that 
time was frank about his chances for the 
short list: 



"I don't have the international experience 
that several of our riders have. If things go 
well in the selection trials this spring (Ship's 
Quarters, Blue Ridge and Lexington), I'd 
love the chance to ride on the team, but if I'm 
not chosen I'll try to raise enough money to 
go to Burghlev (England) in the fall and gain 
international experience that way." 

Because his father was in the foreign ser¬ 
vice, Grant lived overseas for the first 12 
years of his life. His riding experience was 
limited to summer riding camps in England 
until after the family returned to Maryland. 
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Grant's mother, Roberta, bought him his 
first horse when he was 14. 

Grant saw his first three-day event at the 
Potomac Horse Center in 1973 and has been 
"hooked ever since." For the past year and a 
half he has been a resident instructor at the 
Horse Center, whose facilities include three 
indoor rings, dressage and show-jumping 
arenas, stabling for 250 horses and numer¬ 
ous teaching programs, including one for 
career students. He finds that teaching is 
beneficial to his riding. 

When Grant isn't teaching, he is cam¬ 
paigning his 16-hand gelding, Leonidas, 
during the eventing season. 

"We bought 'Louis' from a dealer in De¬ 
cember, 1976. We knew nothing about his 
background except that he had no knowl¬ 
edge of eventing or dressage. We hoped that 
we could make him into a good preliminary 
horse and then sell him, but he continually 
surprised us with his ability."

Leonidas' ability enabled him to capture 
ribbons in seven of his first eight events at 
the preliminary level in 1977. Grant rode him 
to a fifth place in the North American Junior 
Championships and was second by only .6 
points in the Junior Nationals at Radnor. Fol¬ 
lowing a sixth place at the Blue Ridge three- 
day event. Grant and Leonidas were invited 
to a training session with Jack LeGoff. 

Their first year at the intermediate level 
was 1978 but their best performances were in 
1979 at the open intermediate and advanced 
levels. After finishing fourth at Ship's Quar¬ 
ters in the spring, they competed in the open 
intermediate division at the Kentucky horse 
trials where they won the Gladstone Trophy 
for the top American finisher with a second 
place. Grant also won a trophy for the lead¬ 
ing gentleman rider. 

In their first advanced start, at the U.S. 
Open Championships at Chesterland last 
fall, the pair finished fourth despite a refusal 
on the cross-country course. 
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Schneidman continued 

Grant's second string is an 8-vear-old 
Marvland-bred gelding by Bold Legend. The 
Schneidmans purchased Romulus, or "Red" 
as a 7-year-old in July, 1979. 

"Like Louis, Red knew nothing about 
dressage. He's a bit of a rogue so he was 
turned down several times before we got 
him. If I can control his temperament, he 
could reallv go places with his stamina and 
boldness. 

"He is a very capable jumper. In the 1979 
Chesterland preliminary event, we were in 
the lead on the last dav. We dropped one rail 
in the stadium and finished fifth, but it was a 
tough course for only his second prelim and 
he breezed through it. I have a lot of confi¬ 
dence in him." 


In only his fourth cross-country round. Grant's 
second-string horse, Romulus (called "Red"), 
tackles the course at the Radnor three-day event. 


Grant's training program is precise but 
varied according to each horse's needs. On 
paper, he sets up a training schedule that 
begins four months ahead of the major 
three-day event of the season. 

"Gallops are important to get a horse fit, 
but long, slow works are more important. 
Speed kills; it may get a horse sharp, but 
sharpness doesn't last. Short, fast works 
onlv wear a horse down. For eventing you 
need a relaxed horse with a deep base. 

"I like to do a lot of dressage. After all, you 
can win or lose an event on the flat. The 
difference between a sixth and a first place is 
often made in the dressage test. Learning at 
the higher levels has improved my riding 
and my understanding of the basics. 

"It takes thousands of riding hours, work¬ 
ing hard and with good instructors, to get 
the feel and timing you must have to be a top 
rider. Many people expect results right 
awav, but it takes time." □

First let me say that I've never met Heath¬ 
er Smith Thomas. 

But she's a friend. 

Heather, who lives in Idaho, began send¬ 
ing stories to this magazine before her 1967 
marriage to Lynn Thomas. We've exchanged 
countless letters during the last 15 years, so 
I've gotten to know her rather well. 

I had heard about her boyfriend before he 
became her husband. And I knew from her 
letters some of the excitement she felt with 
the birth of her two children (Michael is 12, 
Andrea 10). She told me how having chil¬ 
dren caused her to identify with mares and 
cows when they were heavy and when they 
gave birth. 

There is nothing about Heather which 
speaks of wealth or sophistication. 

She's a hardworking ranch girl who paid 
her own way through college by writing for 


horse magazines and picking up odd jobs. 
She and Lynn raise beef cattle and horses on 
sparse range land, and they do almost all of 
their own veterinary work. 

So who is better qualified than Heather 
Smith Thomas to write about the wild horse 
controversy? 

A.S. Barnes and Company released "The 
Wild Horse Controversy" (which is her fifth 
book) last November. It's a beautiful volume 
which would be selling for $19.95 had the 
Barnes company not bowed to the pressure 
of humane groups and stopped its distribu¬ 
tion. 

Why did Barnes make this decision? 

Heather explains in this letter of July 19. 

I asked my publisher to send you a copy 
of my book, but now I'm quite sure he prob¬ 
ably did not. So here is the book. 
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I wrote it to counter emotion with facts, to 
stress the importance of our Western ranges 
and the need for wise use and management 
of the range—which means intelligent con¬ 
trol of wild horses. The book was published 
in November. The Idaho Cattlemen, Wool- 
growers, Idaho Horse Council, the Bureau 
of Land Management, several wild horse, 
wildlife and humane groups have helped 
promote it. But in February the American 
Horse Protection Association threatened my 
publisher with suit. AHPA wants the horses 
to increase unchecked; as you probably 
know, they've been taking the BLM to court 
to halt roundups. 

Because of this threat of suit, the pub¬ 
lisher has not filled any orders for the book 
since April (nor sent out ANY copies; but I 
didn't know this at the time I last wrote 
you). People have been writing the publish¬ 
er, trying to impress on him the need to keep 
printing the book. If you like the book, 
would you mind writing a letter? (A.S. 
Barnes and Company, 11175 Flintkote Ave., 
Suite C, San Diego, CA 92121.) This prob¬ 
lem now involves our freedom of speech as 
well as the wild horse issue. I'm hoping that 
if enough people write to the publisher, it 
might have an influence. 

A trust fund has been set up to help with 
the expense of defending the book—for le¬ 
gal defense in case of suit, for expenses al¬ 
ready adding up (I've had to hire a lawyer, 
and may also have to pay the publisher's 
lawyer), for whatever it takes to assure con¬ 
tinued publication of the book. 

The publisher's lawyer finally responded 
to AHPA, pointing out that the statements 
in my book they didn't like are "constitu¬ 
tionally protected opinion, privileged fair 
comment, not defamatory, or are true." But 
the publisher is still holding the book off 
the market. He offered the AHPA the op¬ 
portunity to prepare a pamphlet of their 
views, to be circulated with the book. But 
we're still waiting to hear from AHPA. I 
doubt they'll be that easily placated, and I 
suspect they'll stall, knowing my book is off 
the market. My lawyer says we can't really 
put much pressure on the publisher to get 
with it until I have some assurance of being 
able to pay the costs of going to court. So I'm 


trying to get some help with my trust fund. 
It's a little slow and discouraging, however. 
Maybe you could help spread the word 
about it. Do you have any good ideas or 
suggestions? 

Let me know what you think of the book. 

I don't know how this letter strikes you, 
but I know how I feel. 

I'm outraged. 

The thought of this young woman's book 
being suppressed smacks of everything I de¬ 
test. Pressure from television jerks trying to 
make a name for themselves. Eastern politi¬ 
cians who don't have the slightest insight 
into the problems faced by Western ranch¬ 
ers, humane do-gooders whose actions are 
irresponsible . . . 

Who's running this country anyway? 

Not the industrious, conscientious people 
who put it all together when life was hard 
and a horse was a horse. 

I'm for Heather Smith Thomas all the way. 

Her solicitation for money follows. I'm 
contributing because I'm proud of this wom¬ 
an and she needs help. 

WHEREAS: Publication and distribution 
of the book "The Wild Horse Controversy," 
written by Heather Smith Thomas, was re¬ 
cently commenced, and very favorable re¬ 
views were immediately obtained; and 

WHEREAS: Almost at once threats were 
made to the publisher charging that the 
book contains defamatory material regard¬ 
ing American Horse Protection Association, 
Inc., its officers and one Hope Ryden, and 
demanding that the book be withdrawn 
from the market; and 

WHEREAS: Said threats have caused the 
publisher to cease publishing the book at 
this time (It is not known whether the deci¬ 
sion to cease publishing is temporary only, 
during investigation of legal matters, or 
may become permanent); and 

WHEREAS: The legal problems and pro¬ 
cedures (perhaps lawsuits) which are being 
faced by Heather Smith Thomas in getting 
the book published are formidable and will 
involve considerable expense, which she 
cannot personally finance; and

WHEREAS: It is believed the continued 
publication of the book would be of great 
value to all persons and organizations dedi¬ 
cated to the sane and just utilization of our 
Western lands; 

THEREFORE, Heather Smith Thomas is 
inviting contributions from all interested 
persons and groups upon the following 
promises by her, to wit: 

(a) All contributions will be placed in an 
account in the First Security Bank, Boise, 
Idaho, called "Heather S. Thomas Book Ac¬ 
count," and no withdrawal or disburse¬ 
ments therefrom shall be made except to 
defray costs and expenses (or judgments) 
connected with or arising out of the defense 
or prosecution of claims involved in the 
publication, or attempting to obtain publi¬ 
cation, of said book. 

(b) Any interest which accrues through 
investing moneys in the account shall be 
placed in the account. 

(c) When all contemplated expenditures 
have been made from the account and it 
appears no further expenditures are likely

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President's Report 


meeting of the Maryland Horse Breed¬ 
ers Association's Board of Directors was held 
July 7, 1980, in the MHBA's offices at 201 
West Padonia road, Timonium, Maryland. 

The president, Douglas R. Small, called 
the meeting to order at 7:20 p.m. 

Present were: J. William Boniface, William 
G. Christmas, Fendall M. Clagett, Hal C.B. 
Clagett, Kimball C. Firestone, Janon Fisher 
III, Jerold C. Hoffberger, John B. Merryman, 
John C. Mobberley, Douglas R. Small, 
Katharine M. Voss. 

Absent were: Frank A. Bonsai Jr., Mrs. Rich¬ 
ard C. duPont, Betty Shea Miller, E.P. Tay¬ 
lor. 

The minutes of the previous meeting hav¬ 
ing been mailed to all directors, Mr. Fire¬ 
stone moved that the reading of those min¬ 
utes be dispensed with. Mr. Hal Clagett sec¬ 
onded the motion which passed unanimous- 

iy- 

In the absence of the treasurer, the presi¬ 
dent asked Mr. Carter to read the treasurer's 
report. That report follows: 

"Our budget for the quarter beginning 
April 1 and ending June 30 anticipated a first 
quarter loss of $7,339. In actual fact, the loss 
amounted to $4,310. Accordingly, as of July 
1, we are ahead on our 1980 budget by 
$3,029. 

"Revenue for the first quarter was bud¬ 
geted at $112,043. Actual revenue was 
$124,720. Largest increase came from adver¬ 
tising in The Maryland Horse which was 
up $13,549 over the budget estimate. 

"Expenses for the first quarter were bud¬ 
geted at $119,382. Actual expenses were 
$129,030. Largest increase in expenses came 
from printing bills for The Maryland 


HORSE. Those printing charges exceeded the 
budget by $10,663. 

"In addition to the cash revenue ($124,720) 
shown above, we have $32,439 in accounts 
receivable which is overdue. All of this 
$32,439 has been owed to us for a period of 
more than 60 days." 

Mr. Carter next distributed copies of a 
Credit Policy Proposal which had been 
drafted by the Finance Committee of which 
Mrs. Miller is chairman. The Board, after due 
consideration of the proposal, recommend¬ 
ed two minor changes. The proposal was 
then returned to the Finance Committee for 
its further consideration. 

The president next called upon Hal Clagett 
for an up-date on the Dougie Small litigation 
which involves a horse sold in the 1977 Two- 
Year-Olds in Training sale by Small. Mr. 
Clagett reported that the Maryland Court of 
Appeals has agreed to review the case, and 
that he believes that court will report its find¬ 
ings within the next two to three months. 
The lower court's decision had favored Ted 
Shapiro's Ciao Stables. Mr. Shapiro had

W. C. Buchanan J. W. Duke 
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purchased the filly for $35,000 on May 16, 
1977, and had later stopped payment on his 
check, contending that the filly (Wahini) was 
wind broken. Shapiro had notified Fasig- 
Tipton of his action on June 8. Mr. Clagett 
urged that nothing be done on this case by 
the MHBA until the Court of Appeals an¬ 
nounced its decision. 

The president asked Mr. Firestone for a 
report from his Sales Committee. Mr. Fire¬ 
stone stated that the Eastern Fall Sale had 
closed with 230 nominations. He further re¬ 
ported that at a selection meeting attended 
by Fasig-Tipton people and our Sales Com¬ 
mittee, the 230 were handled as follows: 131 
were accepted on pedigree; an additional 53 
were listed as marginally acceptable; 46 were 
turned down on pedigree. Those accepted 
and those tentatively selected are now being 
examined by Bob Powell. The ones which 
were firmly accepted will remain in the sale 
unless they have a conformation defect. The 
ones tentatively accepted will remain in the 
sale only if they are attractive as well as being 
free of conformation defects. The ones re¬ 
jected on pedigree will not be inspected. 


Mr. Firestone next reported on two Sales 
Committee meetings called for the purpose 
of exploring a possible change in the Fasig- 
Tipton sales partnership. He said that John 
Finney (Fasig-Tipton) had attended the first 
meeting, and that Billy Christmas (Maryland 
Sales Agency) had been the principal speak¬ 
er at the second one. Firestone said both 
meetings were productive, but that the Sales 
Committee was not at this time ready to 
make any recommendation regarding the 
matter. He said that he would talk further 
with Finney in Lexington this month while 
in Kentucky for sales to be held there. Vari¬ 
ous Board members then posed questions to 
Christmas regarding his plans for the Mary¬ 
land Sales Agency- No action was taken by 
the Board, the president stating that the mat¬ 
ter should be deferred until after Mr. Fire¬ 
stone met with Mr. Finney in Kentucky. 

The president set the date for the next 
Board meeting on Wednesday, September 3. 
He said that he would work with the general 
manager in setting dates immediately for all 
Board meetings to be held during the balance 
of the year.

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President's Report continued 

The president asked if there was any new 
business. 

Mr. Merryman said that he was extremely 
concerned about the lack of racing back¬ 
ground evidenced by members of the Mary¬ 
land Racing Commission. He urged that the 
Board use its efforts to influence the gover¬ 
nor in his appointments. He also said that 
one good professional of the Keene Dain- 
gerfield type would help tremendously in 
the education of commissioners. Mr. Merry- 
man's words led to the recollection that Sen¬ 
ator Tom O'Reilly had introduced a bill in the 
1980 session of the general assembly which 
would have restructured the commission 
with more knowledgeable appointees. Mr. 
Small asked Carter to contact O'Reilly re¬ 
garding this bill with the thought that it 
might be introduced again in 1981. 

Mr. Christmas then said that he thought 
Dougie Small had been victimized in the 
1977 sale of his two-year-old filly Wahini. He 
noted that Small had received only a portion 
of the $35,000 due him from that sale, and he 
accordingly moved that the MHBA deter¬ 
mine how much was still owed to him and 
then pay from its own treasury the differ¬ 
ence. Mr. Merryman seconded the motion. 
Considerable debate followed. Mr. Hal 
Clagett said that he thought the motion was 
extremely unwise. He said nothing should 
be done until all court litigation was com¬ 
pleted. The motion eventually died without 
a vote. 

There being no further business before the 
Board, the meeting adjourned at 10:05 p.m. 
on a motion by Mr. Mobberley, seconded by 
Mr. Fendall Clagett. □

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MHBA CREDIT POLICY 


The Maryland Horse Breeders Association's Board of Directors 
has revised its credit policy on advertisements carried in this 
magazine. The new regulations are as follows: 


Two Classifications 

I Stallion Advertisements 

II General Advertisements 

I Stallion Advertisements: 

A) Any account which shows a balance due for 60 or more 
days will incur a IV 2 % penalty per month. There will be a 
cutoff annually on September 30 of all accounts which 
are 60 days or more in arrears. Payment in full of the 
delinquent account will restore the advertiser's credit 
standing. 

B) Any account paid within 30 days of statement will re¬ 
ceive a 5% discount. 

II General Advertisements: 

A) Credit will be extended 60 days, any open balance 60 
days or older will incur a IV 2 % penalty per month. 

B) Any account going 90 days without full payment will 
not be extended further credit until full balance is paid. 

C) If an account is paid within 30 days of statement a 5% 
discount will be given.

MHSA Futurities 

Starting in the fall of 1980 the Maryland 
Horse Shows Association will offer its mem¬ 
bers the opportunity to enter their horses in a 
weanling futurity and a yearling futurity to 
be held in the fall of 1981 at a recognized 
show. Anv horses suitable to become hunt¬ 
ers are eligible. Entries will be judged by 
qualified horsemen on conformation and 
way of going. 

Current weanlings (foals of 1980) must be 
nominated bv October 1,1980, in order to be 
eligible for the 1981 yearling futurity. In-foal 
mares must be nominated by December 31, 
1980, in order for their foals to be eligible for 
the 1981 weanling and the 1982 yearling fu¬ 
turities. Thereafter a series of eligibility pay¬ 
ments must be made by specified deadlines. 

Nomination blanks and further informa¬ 
tion are available from Karen Kandra, 16115 
Oak Hill Rd., Silver Spring, Md.

The Maryland Horse 

Reported. . . 

■ On the cover was Lord Ivor, a Saratoga 
colt sold as part of the Glenangus Farm con¬ 
signment. The half-brother to four stakes 
winners, including $230,680-eamer Elk- 
ridge, a member of racing's Hall of Fame, 
brought $12,000. He later started 117 times, 
winning on 14 occasions and earning 
$33,366. 

■ Don Reed in his regular column discussed 
Marlboro's request for night racing. "To the 
average person, this application for night 
racing by a running track, as compared to 
night racing for the harness ovals, may not 
sound like too weighty a problem. But there 
are a lot of angles connected with any pro¬ 
posed switch from day to night racing... It is 
understood that should Marlboro be granted 
permission to race at night, that other minor 
ovals in the State will seek the same privi¬ 
lege, although they plan to wait until the 
1951 season before putting up the electric 
bulbs around their ovals . . . No mention of 
night racing at the major courses has been 
made as yet, although some fans who pa¬ 
tronize the tracks feel that such a brand of 
sport might be a help to the game—at least 
financially . . . Unfortunately it is not just a 
question of whether a track wants to run at 
night or not. It is a question of whether the 
community can and will stand for a lot of 
racing under such conditions ... No matter 
what decision the Commission reaches, the 
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aftereffects are likely to be startling, to say 
the least." 

■ Joe Kelly reported on the summer activ¬ 
ities at both Baltimore and Laurel Raceways. 
"Many observers believed that Baltimore 
Raceway, with its elaborate grandstand, 
clubhouse, mutuel setup and general com¬ 
fortable accommodations would surpass any 
harness meet since the sport was introduced 
in the state at Laurel Raceway in 1948. Bulg¬ 
ing crowds and betting totals failed to ma¬ 
terialize, although the Baltimore Raceway 
management was far from disappointed 
with the public reception of sulky racing in a 
new area . . . There were only three or four 
occasions during the Baltimore session that 
the skies were clear three or four hours be¬ 
fore the post time, indicating that there 
would be no interruption to the races . . . 
After 16 nights wagering had reached a total 
of $3,175,594 for a nightly average of 
$198,474. Although some predictions had 
placed this figure higher, it is surprising to 
note that Baltimore Raceway's first meeting 
was the best inaugural session experienced 
by any harness association in the country in 
its first year of operation with the exception 
of those at Yonkers and Rosecroft. . . Laur¬ 
el's session closed out in an extremely soggy 
atmosphere with a nightly average of 
$273,372 on a total of $5,194,084. The latter 
sum represented only 19 programs instead 
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of 20 because Laurel utilized its three rain 
allowance nights and simply ran out of 
days." 

■ Joe Palmer commented on the Keeneland 
sales results. "Predictions made here last 
month regarding the yearling sales were not 
remarkable for accuracy. The guess, in case 
you've forgotten, was for a slight decline of 
around ten per cent. The Keeneland sale just 
concluded showed an actual increase of $510 
per head, or nearly a ten per cent increase. 
The figure I gave was right, I suppose, but in 
the wrong direction . . . One prediction did 
seem to stand up: the market for really good 
prospects was much better comparatively 
than for indifferent ones, and there seems to 
be no immediate reason to believe that there 
is any future in breeding poor stock." 

■ Maryland turfgoers who did not have the 
opportunity to witness flat racing on the 
grass courses at out-of-state tracks had am¬ 
ple opportunity to compare turf and dirt- 
track performances of Thoroughbreds dur¬ 
ing the Bel Air meeting August 16 through 
August 26. Contrary to the belief of many 
fans, Bel Air was not a half-mile racetrack. 
The main oval was actually three-quarters of 
a mile in circumference. Therefore, even the 
infield turf course, converted from the stee¬ 
plechase course, was longer than a half mile. 
Neat and trim in every respect and decorated 
with flowers as well as the spreading oak 
which was the track's trademark, the Bel Air 
certerfield provided a picturesque and pleas¬ 
ant scene from the freshly-painted grand¬ 
stand and clubhouse.

Voters Take Note 

Last month's editorial was devoted to the danger of federal legislation which 
would outlaw all therapeutic medication. The regulation of therapeutic drugs in horse 
racing has always been a matter controlled by each state, but "humane" groups are 
now pushing federal bills which would be horrendous if enacted. 

On page 84 of this issue, there is a story which details how "humane" groups 
caused a reputable publisher (A.S. Barnes and Company) to suspend distribution of an 
excellent $19.95 book titled "The Wild Horse Controversy." 

As an illustration of what a pressure group can accomplish at the federal level, the 
following excerpt from that book is offered: 

"The American Horse Protection Association had filed suit, contending that only 
federal officials had the authority to decide ownership (of the wild horses), although 
state law would be used, and three judges on the U.S. Court of Appeals unanimously 
agreed. . . 

"Another blow had been struck at individual rights. The traditional law of the West 
recognizing the fact that any man could lay claim to his own property was over¬ 
shadowed . . . Winning this battle and setting a precedent for federal jurisdiction over 
ownership claims, instead of state jurisdiction, was a major victory for the horse 
protection groups . . . And this was just the beginning." 

Having "forced the rancher to his knees," the so-called "humane" groups are now 
shifting from wild horses to race horses. 

Let's not let it happen.
